Drury Lane Tueatre.—The annual general 
assembly of proprietors of the ‘Theatre Royal, 
Drury Lane,*was held on Thureday in the saloon, 
Mr Arden in the chair.

report, wh'ch stated tha’ the total receipt , inclu- 
ding the balance of £2,857, having been £10,80, 
and the payments, including the suin of £1,722 
to the Duke of Bedford ‘or rent, and £2,550 to 
the trustees of the renters, had amounted to 
£8,346, leaving a balance of #£2,534. The 
receipts comprised the sum of £5,460, received 
from the lessee. Mr Marsh Nelson, the architect, 
in his report, stated that, with the exception of 
some general repairs, the theatre was in a satis- 
factory condition. The Chairman moved tke 
adoption of the report, which, after some discus- 
sion, was agreed to. The Chairman, in reply to 
a question, said the building, owing to the large 
premium required, was not insured, the committee 
not having sufficient funds at their disposal for 
that purpose. Every precaution, however, was 
taken against fire. An efficient staff of firemen 
was kept, and there was telegrphic communication 
between the theatre and the brigade stations. 
The sub-committee for the ensuing year having 
been appointed, the proceeding concluded with a 
yote of thanks to the Chairman. 


Mapame Tussauv’s Exuipition.—-A portrait 
model of the late Marshal Prim b«s been added 
to the Baker-street gallery, and conveys a very 
excellent idea to the beholder of the original 
when in life.

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DEATH OF MR T. W. ROBERTSON. 

Tus eminent dramatist, died on Friday. The 
deceased gentleman was born June 9, 1829, at 
Newark-upon-Trent, iu Nottinghamshire. Of 
entirely theatrical parentage and antecedents, he 
firet adopted the stage, which he finally abandoned 
for the career of literature in 1860. His first 
original production was a drama called A Night's 
Adventure, at the Olympic, when under the 
management of Mr Farren, in 1851. In 1861 he 
produced an original farce called Zhe Cantab at 
the Strand. In 1864 he produced David Garrick 
at the Haymarket. In 1865 he produced Society 
(which had been previously acted at Liverpool) at 
the Prince of Wales’s, and he this year also 
wrote the libretto of an opera called Constance for 
Covent Garden. In 1866 Mr Robertson pro- 
duced Ours at the Prince of Wales’s, previously 
brought out at Liverpool. In 1867 he produced 
Shadow Tree Shaft at the Princess's, A Rapid 
Thaw at the St. James’s, and Caste at the Prince 
of Wales’s. Te the same year also wrote an 
entertainment for Mr German Reed called A 
Dream in Venice, and For Love at the Holborn 
Theatre. His later productions are too well 
known to need enumerating here. Mr Roberts 
bas been active as a journalist on several d 
and weekly papers, a contributor to Fun, and: 
writer of numerous articles, stories, and essays 
for magazines.

Ir has been said by the ‘‘ unco guid” that 
the Can-can and similar atrocities (for to tell 
the truth, they are so) have been the cause of 
the French failure. Shocking photographs 
have been found in French knapsacks, indica- 
ting a brutal state of morality. Well, all this 
may be true; but, surely, the abominable 
cruelties exercised by the other side are as 
iniquitous es the worst laxity cf morals. Let 
us however be wise, and take warning from 
both sider. Let us purge our theatres and 
music halls, in the interest of public morality. 
Let us have mercy, in the largest sense of the 
word, We ought to abhor evil, whether it be 
evil of a prurient fancy, or that which starves, 
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burns, robs, and murders. In grave earnest- 
ness, let us address ourselvss to higher relaxa- 
tions and pursuits. 

There is no greater mistake when we seek 
amusement, with our wives and children, than 
to allow them to be entertained by indelicacy, 
folly and trash. ‘Tle interest that we ought 
to feel in life (for, without the interest, it is 
intolerable) may be utilised in many directions. 
Music of the highest order (sueh as we hear 
at the St. James’s Hall), painting and all the 
fine arte to promote the welfare of society. Act- 
ing is a fine art, and, indeed, a science. 
Were there fine plays, well acted, in London, 
we should get rid of the monstrosities that are 
fostered by perverted taste. ‘The reign of 
Louis Napoleon has no doubt been inimical to 
French morals. Perhaps a Belgian king may 
succeed (should the Republic fail), and in that 
case, let us hope for a purer era. 

A Belgian succession to the throne of France 
is very desirable, if it be possible. Belgium is 
to France what Wales is to England; and 
there are many sympathies common to the two 
nations. One can hardly indeed call them dis- 
tinct races. Uneasy however muet be the 
head of a French king. Perhaps it is better 
for a monarch to rule in such a small country 
as Belgium, than to preside over the destines 
of the unhappy French. The Celtic race 
seems doomed to evil. Wherever there is 
Celtic blood, in nine cases out of ten, behold 
Revolution! ‘There is much to cause dis- 
quietude in our country, though, at present, we 
may be exempt from enormous evils. There 
is something very rotten in our social condition. 
In trade, there is obvious dishonesty ; every- 
thing is adulterated. Servants are not trust- 
worthy, the streets are every night infested by 
thieves and harlots; and the gaols and work- 
houses are full. 

Surely, we ought not to go on neglecting 
the morality of the people. We have no right 
to suffer amusements of a kind that sap every 
principle of virtue. This is why I uphold the 
ethics of a drama devoted to the truest in- 
terests of our social state. If we can relish 
music such as Beethoven’s, why can’t we be 
brouglt to the desire for dramatic poetry and 
acting calculated to mend the heart and purify 
the taste? Again and again let us assure those 
managers who are only anxious to replenish 
their treasuries that there is an inevitable 
Nemesis when a law and sordid passion ia 
ministered to by a groyelling avarice, that 
kneels to Mammor, and defies wisdom, He 
whose eyes are ever ‘downward bent” will 
reap as he sows. The harvest is for the true 
workers who love the light, and serve at 
human altars. Bera.
